Carr  Scholars:  Exceptional  minority  students  who  win 
this  prestigious  award  receive  scholarships  and  participate  in 
special  social  activities.  As  a  Carr  Scholar,  you  are  invited  to 
participate  in  the  honors  program  and  have  the  opportunity  to 
assume  leadership  positions  in  the  college  community. 

Minority  Mentors:  First-year  minority  students  benefit 
from  the  group  and  one-to-one  mentoring  activities  provid¬ 
ed  by  older,  more  experienced  students  as  part  of  the 
Minority  Mentors  program.  As  a  first-year  student,  you’ll 
receive  the  academic  guidance  and  emotional  support  of  a  big  brother/big  sister  who  can 
show  you  the  ropes.  Social  events  and  academic  workshops  are  offered  throughout  the 
year  and  begin  during  Welcome  Week. 

Educational  Opportunity  Fund:  Academically  and  financially  disadvantaged  stu¬ 
dents  receive  considerable  assistance  and  counseling  during  their  four  years  at  Livingston 
through  the  EOF  program.  Special  courses  like  “Culture,  Identity,  and  Education”  and
